To His Excellency G. A. Pierce, Governor : 


STR: In compliance with the law, we herewith submit our ` 


report, as directors of the Dakota Penitentiary at Sioux Falls, for 
the two years ending Nov. 30th, 1884, together. with the reports 
of the Warden and Physician, containing such statistical tables 
as will best explain the receipts and disbursements, and give 
much information in regard to the prisoners confined therein. 

= It gives us pleasure to state that the affairs of the penitenti- 
ary are in a satisfactory condition. The health and discipline is 
good, and the prisoners appear well contented. | 

The Warden has been able to keep them employed most of 
the time at the quarry and on the new buildings, While the 
work at the quarry has not proved a financial success, it has as- 
sisted in the health and discipline, by furnishing employment 
and has prevented keeping the men confined in the cells. 

We are trank to confess this state of affairs is mainly due to 
the admirable, judicious and economical management of the 
Warden, whose ideas and practical experience of prison affairs 
we fully endorse. We submit such extracts from his first annual 
report as we deem of general interest. 


DISCIPLINE. 


“Prisons are not (at Jeast, ought not to be) for punishment 
only, but for reformation also, This can best be accomplished 
by humane treatment, by reviving the sparks of manhood that 
are left in nearly all prisoners. Among so many men the char- 
acters and discipline are so various that it requires constant and 
close observation to know just how to reach their better nature, 


and how to teach and impress upon their minds the necessity of, 


self-respect—to feel that they'still are men. When this is done, 
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there are few that can be governed bv stern firmness only. In 
this work I have disearded the striped clothing so generally used 
in prisons, and have adopted a plain gray suit for the prison 
uniform. The prisoners are thus relieved of a feature of prison 
life that eauses more humiliation than any other punishment in- 
flicted. | 

“The ‘good time’ law, together with enforced personal clean- 
liness, change of clothing and regular baths, help to preserve 
good discipline, and add to the general welfare of the in- 
mates." 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The improvements contemplated, and for which the last 
legislature made appropriations, consist of the following SE 
ings ; 

Boiler House, 36 x 49 feet. 

Hospital Building, 42 x 54 feet, two stories, with basement. 

Warden's Residence, 41 x 42 feet, two stories with basement 
and attic story, and a two-story corridor Wem, the residence 
to main building: | 

These have all been built of Sioux Falls stone from the prison 
quarries, and are constructed in the most substantial manner. 
The hospital building contains a lavatory, 16 x 24 feet; laundry, 
19 x 26 feet, with steam dry-room, water closet and store-room 
attached ; hall, 12 x 36 feet, and a room containing four dark cells 
on the first floor. | 

The second floor contains a room for female prisoners, 24 x 29 
feet, with five cells and bath-room, a guard-room, 10 x 12 feet, 
and two large rooms for hospital purposes, with atico at- 


-tached. 


These rooms are of good height, heated with steam, provided 
with hot and cold water and the best of ventilation. The base- 
ment is used for storage of vegetables and fuel. 

The Warden’s residence contains a large double parlor, sitting 
room, dining-room, servants’ room, hall and closets on the first 
floor, with five large rooms, hall and closets on the second floor. 
The attic story is unfinished, but has ample space for five large 
sleeping-rooms when needed. The kitchen and pantry are in 
the basement. Each story is twelve feet in height. 

The corridor has an arched driveway in first story, with pas- 
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sage-way from hallin main building to second story of residence, 
making easy communication between the buildings. The resi- 
dence is heated by steam and furnished with hot and cold water 
from the prison supply. 

In addition to this work, we have erected in the same manner 
a stone building, 40 x 80 feet, three stories in height, for a prison ` 
workshop, for which no appropriation was asked or made. The 
necessity for this expenditure is fully explained under the sub- 
ject of prison labor. The upper story of the main building has 
been finished as originally designed, giving a large chapel in 
front, with six guard-rooms and numerous store-rooms and 
closets in the rear. The capacity of the heating apparatus has 
been increased by adding another boiler. This gives sufficient 
heating apparatus for warming the present buildings and the 
United States wing. All the buildings throughout are heated 
by steam, and we now have a complete system of steam heating 
apparatus, that will bear comparison with any similar institution. 
The plumbing has been extended throughout the new buildings, 
using the best of materials and workmanship. 

A new sewer has been built, some six hundred feet in length, 
at the rear of the boiler house, running east towards the river. 
This will drain the rear of buildings, and protect the source of 
the water supply from any contamination from the sewerage. 
The temporary yard walls were built-in a strong manner, and 
will do service for a long time. A good stable, 24 x 32 feet, with 


other out buildings, has been erected, giving room for the care ` ` 


of the cows, horses, and the necessary carriage room. The work 
on the above buildings is nearly completed. The funds at our 
disposal will be sufficient for the payment of all bills except the 
workshop, for which we have ample value in stone at the quarry. 

In making these improvements, no contracts have been let 
where it was possible to use prison labor in any way. The 
stone has been quarried, dressed, and a large share of it laid by 


- the prisoners," Nearly all the common labor and most of the 


carpentér work has been done by them also, leaving most of 
the appropriation to be used in the purchase of materials. We 
have thus been able to keep the prisoners constantly employed, 
and add much to the value of the buildings erected, beyond the 
amounts appropriated for that purpose. 

The wise action of the legislature in making the appropria- 
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tion asked for in our previous report has been of great benefit to 
the institution in many ways, as only a portion of the men could 
be used in the quarry. The hospital building, with its several 
departments, was an absolute necessity for the proper care of the 
inmates, and will be of ample capacitv for a long time. 

In beginning this work the board appointed Mr. R. H. Booth 
superintendent of construction, who has given his close attention 
and inspection whenever needed, and has proved of great benefit 
in the quantity and quality of work done under his supervision. 
The Warden was appointed treasurer and disbursing agent, and 
has drawn the funds in connection with the running expenses, 
a full statement of which is shown in his report. During the 
first year we loaned some of the funds for running expenses to 
the construction account, as only a portion of the bonds could be 
sold at that time to advantage. This proved to the best interests 
of the territory, as it saved the interest on the bonds for one year. 
The balance of the bonds were sold at a premium in the spring 
of 1884,

STONE QUARRY. | 

In our last report an appropriation of $3,000, for the purpose 
of lease of land for quarry purposes, was asked for, and granted 
by the legislature. At that time the board had the refusal of 
three acres of land adjoining the small tract of land owned by 
the territory for quarry purposes, and deemed it advisable to 
purchase the same, so that the prison would have a quarry of its 
own for future improvements and the employment of such labor 
as it might be able to use from time to time for that purpose. 
After the appropriation became available, negotiations were con- 
tinued for the purchase of this land. {or reasons which we care 
not to explain, we were unable to buy the land at any price, and 
the board were put to a great deal of trouble and expense to 
even lease a quarry suitable for the purpose. . Finally a satisfac- 
tory contract was made with Mr. Silas Blauvelt for a lease of a 
tract of land near the county jail, paying bim the sum of 
seventy-five cents per cord for the actual quantity of stone 
quarried. This lease terminates on January 1st, 1885. 

In order to secure the privilege of quarrying stone and for 
storage purposes, it was necessary to purchase three lots adjoining 
the quarry, at an expense of twelve hundred dollars. This was

paid for from the appropriations for quarry land: The deed was 
made to Mr. Blauvelt in trust, so that the land could be sold and 
the funds returned to the treasury upon the termination of the 
quarry work, should this be deemed best by the prison mamn- 
agement. 

Our experience in working the prisoners at the quarry as ¢ 
permanent industry has not proved a success. The few men that 
could be safely used for the purpose, and the cost of the necessary 
employes, guards aud foremen, make the net income very small. 
For this reason we have used every endeavor to provide some 
other means for the future employment of prisoners. 

Mr. J. M. Mason, a man of large experience, has been em- 
ployed as superintendent of the quarry during the past. two 
years, and has also acted as foreman of the mason work at the 
penitentiary. 

There is now piled at the quarry about one thousand cords of 
stone that have not been sold; estimated value, about four thou- 
sand dollars. 

WORKSHOP. 

Section 53, chapter 104, of the session laws of 1881, authorizes 
“the warden, together with the advice and approval of the board 
of directors of said prison, to lease from time to time the labor of 
such of the prisoners confined therein as may be necessary for 
their proper employment,” “ EE with such shop room and 
power as may be necessary.” In attempting to lease said labor, 
the first question that arose was, how shall we furnish the shop 
required? Upon consulting your predecessor, Gov. Ordway, it 
was deemed to the best interests of the territory to exert every 
effort to erect such shop, and to use the money received from the 
products of the prison labor for that purpose. In accordance 
with this plan, we began the erection of a stone building for the 
purpose early in the season of 1884. The labor was performed 
mostly by prisoners, as before mentioned, using. the money thus 
obtained for the: purchase of the materials. The small demand 
for stone during the season, and our inability to get the full pay 
for stone sold the university regents at Vermillion, together with 
the delay in getting the pay.for work done by the prisoners for 
the Government on the United States wing, prevented our hav- 
ing the ready money to pay for all the materials, and compelled 
us to look to some other source for the time being. 
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After mature deliberation, it was thought proper and best to 
loan from the maintenance fund for this purpose, and replace 
the same as soon as the funds before mentioned could be ob- 
tained, as contracts had been made to begin work in the shops 
on December 1st, 1884, and no time could be lost and get the 
building ready. 

The building is very substantial, having stone walls two feet 
in thickness, well lighted, and is to be heated by steam and fur- 
nished with water from the prison supply. 

We trust our action in this matter will meet with your 
approval and that of the legislature. | 


PRISON LABOR. 


As mentioned in the report of the Warden, a contract was 
made for leasing the prison labor to Messrs. McFarland & Weston 
of Chicago for a term of five years, beginning December Ist, 
1884, the labor to be used in the manufacture of boots and shoes. 
A good and sufficient bond in the sum of three thousand dollars, 
with a lien on the tools and machinery of the contractors, for 
the carrying out of the contract, was also given. ` 

At the time the contract was nade, it was known and under- 
stood that an additional penitentiary was being constructed at 
Bismarck, and that the prisoners sentenced from the third judi- 
cial district and now at Sioux Falls, would probably be moved to 
Bismarck. During the month of October, notice was given the 
contractors that the shop would be ready for use December Ist, 
when a communication was received from them stating that they 
had just noticed the clause in the bill locating a penitentiary 


at Bismarck which gives the Governor the right to remove any . 


portion of the prisoners, as well as those from the third district, 
from the prison at Sioux Falls to the prison at Bismarck. This 
might leave them without any labor after making large expen- 
ditures for stock and machinery, and makes the amount of labor 
at their command very indefinite, and the quality might be very 
poor. They propose to invest $40,000 at least in the business, 
and claim they are entitled to the steady labor of prisoners, 
as understood at the time the contract was made; and they ask 
that some action be taken by the legislature to protect them in 
making the necessary outlay. Should this be done, they will 
carry out the conditions of the contract. 
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This matter has caused a delay in opening the shop and we 
beg to suggest that the subject be duly considered. 

The price named in the contract is very satisfactory, more 
than twice what we could again get offered, with the law as 1t 
now is. We have extended the time for beginning work under 
the contract to May Ist, 1885, trusting that such action will: be 
taken by the legislature as will best serve the interests of the 
territory. 


CONCLUSION. 


In regard to the appropriations asked by the Warden, we 
fully endorse the same, and would suggest that the sums due the 
territory from various sources be placed to the credit of the War- 
den as a reserve fund for the use of the penitentiary as occasion 
may require. Our reason for the above suggestion is that we 
asked for no appropriations for construction purposes for the 
next two years, and the above fund would make all the necessary 
repairs. The sum of $60.55 in the hands of the treasurer of the 
board, as shown by their report of Jan. 1883, has been paid out 
by him for miscellaneous bills incurred by the board and not paid 
at the time the report was made. 

The United States wing is now cothpleted. With your ad- 
vice and consent we have continued the negotiations with the 
United States Government whereby the territory can lease the 
same for a term of years, in payment of which we are to care 
for the United States prisoners hereafter sentenced from the 
territory, and are to have the benefit of their labor. 

This will give accomodations for one hundred additional 
prisoners that can be cared for with very little extra expense to 
the territory. 

In this connection we would call your attention to the need 
of a place of confinement and reformation for a class of prison- 
ers not punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary—those 
that are sentenced for minor offences by any court, justice or 
magistrate, for terms not less than three months. 

As the law now stands, the only confinement by the authori- 


ties is by a sentence to the penitentiary or county jails, leaving 


no intermediate grade of punishment to their discretion. 
As a better method of treating this class of offenders we beg 
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leave to suggest the plan of making this institution a bouse of 
correction as well asa penitentiary. 

The United States wing could be used for this purpose, there- 
by keeping this class separate from those sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary. The accomodations will be ample for some time at 
least, or until such time as it might be for the interests of the 
territory to erect buildings for a house of correction only. The 
expense of maintaining the penitentiary would not be increased 
by this plan, as the counties from which such prisoners are sen- 
tenced should pay the cost of caring for them. 

Thinking the interests of the territory demand a considera- 
tion of this subject, we have taken the liberty to bring it to your 
attention. | 

In closing our report we trust you will recognize the fact that 
in starting a new prison we have had many difficulties to con- 
tend with that do not occur in an older institution. We have 
tried to serve the territory to the best of our ability, and hope 
any lack of judgment on our part will be treated with due lens 
iency. Thanking you for the interest you have taken in the in-

WARDEN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Directors, } 
Dakota Penitentiary, Sioux Falls, D. T.: 

As Warden of the Dakota Penitentiary, I respectfully submit 
my second annual report of the transactions of the penitentiary, 
showing the receipts and expenditures, the usual statistical tables 
and the report of the Physician. 


POPULATION. 


There were in confinement at the date of my last report, Dec. 
1st, 1883, seventy-five. There are now one hundred, showing a 
gain of twenty-five during the year. 

We have lost four by death, two of which were in the last 
stages of consumption when received, and one has been trans- 
ferred to the hospital for insane. Four have been pardoned by 
the Governor, one of whom was an Indian boy of unsound 
mind, whose relatives guaranteed to care for in case of release. 


HEALTH. 


The general health cf the inmates has been good. The am- 
ple supply of pure water, good ventilation, an even temperature , 
throughout the buildings, and the excellent drainage, have con- 
tributed largely to this result. For more complete information 
upon this subject I would refer you to the report of the prison: 
physician, Dr. J. C. Morgan, who has treated aH cases under his 
charge with great ability and success. | 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the penitentiary, as outlined in my pre- 
vious report, has again proved successful. Punishments have 
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been few and very light. The presence of the four dark cells in 
the new wing has a salutary effect on the few unruly prisoners, 
and I am happy to say no occ: asion for their use has yet ap- 
peared. : 

We have had no escape or even an attempt since the open- 
ing of the prison. This result has been accomplished by the 
good discipline and the careful attention of the officers and 
guards to their various duties. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


Services have been held in the chapel every Sunday morning, 
and have been conducted by the several clergymen of Sioux 
Falls, in rotation, assisted by their respective choirs, to whom I 
tender my sincere thanks. While attendance of the prisoners is 
not compulsory, they deem it a great privilege, and take much 
interest in the services. 


LIBRARY. 


The library contains 360 volumes, and has nearly been paid 
for by the receipts from visitors’ fees. Each prisoner has a bible, 
hymn book, and one book from the library per week. 


LABOR OF PRISONERS. 


Work has continued at the quarry at all times during the 
. year, weather permitting. Stone has been furnished for our new 
buildings, the university at Vermillion and a church at Des 
Moines, Iowa. There is still due from the mni thesum of 
$841.06 for stone furnished. 

We have a large quantity of stone now on hand: at the quatry, 
for which I have found no sale. 

The employment of the prisoners in the quarry has occa- 
sioned a large expense for guards, employes and teams, which 
has increased the ordinary expenses from the employes’ fund. 
The balance of the prisoners have been constantly employed in 
the erection of the boiler house, laundry, warden’s residence, 
workshop and government wing. There is now due from the 
government for labor the sum of $663. 


Labor performed from Jan. 1, 1883, to Nov. 30, 1883, - 5,854] days.

Advertisements were published asking for bids for the prison 

labor, to be opened April 29. One bid only was received; Mc- 
“arland € Weston of Chicago offered 45 cents per day and fur- 
nish all necessary motive power, we to furnish the shop and heat 
the same. This bid was satisfactory and a contract entered into, 
June 9, 1884, said contract to begin Dec. Ist, 1884 and continue 
for the term of five years. This will furnish constant employ- 
ment for all prisoners, and assist in the discipline, as it will pre- 
vent their close confinement during the winter months. The 
expense for guards and employes will also be materially reduced 
thereby. 

In the construction of the buildings and work at the quarry 
we have been very fortunate in regard to accidents; only one has 
occurred of serious account; that was caused by the breaking of 
a scaffold on the workshop building, injuring two employes and 
one prisoner. 


ESTIMATES. 


The following is a list of the appropriations required for the 
support and maintenance of the penitentiary for the next two 
years. I have based the estimates upon the supposition that the 
average number of prisoners would be 185:

The employment of the prison labor in the workshop will 


enable us to support the institution with the above number of 


prisoners for nearly the same amount 1t would require with any 


less number, except the items of maintenance and clothing, as 
the buildings must be heated and the same number of officers . 


employed in either case. 


CONCLUSION. 


My finaneial report covers twenty-three months only, as the: 


month of December, 1882, was included in ihe report of that 
year. The appropriations for 1883 and 1884 were available Feb- 
ruary 26th, 1888, and the expenses from December Ist, 1882, to 
February 17th, 1883, were paid from the previous appropriations 


as far as the funds would permit. The statenient for this pur- 


posé gives a full explanation.

can we hope for too much in preserving the health and life of 


those detained, and the greater return of income to our territory 
by the perfect employment of all the improvements you and 
your subordinates have in charge.
